| . Oolonel G. F. Harris, 1m.8,, Inspector-Genere! of 
Civil Hospitals, Bengal, in inviting His Excellency to lay the foundation stone, 
gave an extremely interesting history of the efforts already made in various 
countries in dealing with tropical diseases. He also gave a sketch of the work 
proposed to be done in the Caleutta School, the scope of the researches which 


will be carried on at the institution, the estimated outlay. the staff and so on. 


The expression ‘¢ Tropical Medicine” is not very precise, for, as Dr. Harris 
points out,. “few diseases are strictly limited tothe tropical or even sub-tropical 
regions of the world.” The phrase is considered convenient as roughly conno- 
ting ‘all diseases which are not commonly seen or recognised in temperate 
diseases which require special propaylactic or preventive measures in tropical 
countries where they are more frequently seen.” It must not be supposed that 
nothing in the direction has yet been et in India. Dr. Harris gives a long 
list of pioneers who, during the last 10 or 15 years, have given a good deal of 
their time to patient research work in India. Many of them belong to the Indian 
Medical Service, but there are a number of independent medical men as well 
among whom it is gratifying to find several Indian names. Research work in 
tropical diseases, using the phrase loosely, has been and is being carried. on in 


States and Japan, and it is meet that their example should be followed in India, 
the home, unfortunately, of several tropical diseases. ‘The idea here haa taken 
well to judge from the fairly liberal support given to the scheme oY the Govern- 
ment of India, though pert of the expenditure will have to be borne by the 
Government of Bengal.

Itis now learnt that Mr. Asquith has just explained before Parliamen ,
